NOW  the  United  States  ack- 
nowledge all  the  land  within  ike 
afo;  enieucioned  boundaries  to  be 
the  property  of  the  Seneca  naiioti  j 
and  the  United  States  will  never 
claim  the  lame,  nor  dillurb  tbe  Se- 
nee-a  nation,  nor  any  of  the  six 
Na  ion .  or  of  their  ln.iiau  friends 
re  tiding  thet  eon  and  united  with 
them,  in  the  free  ufe  ami  enjoy- 
ment thereof,  but  it  fiiall  remain 
theirs  until  tiiey  choole  to  fell  the 
fame  to  toe  people  of  the  United 
States  who  have  the  right  to  pur- 
chafe. 

Article  IV.  The  United  Sta'cs 
having  thoii  uefcribed  and  acknow- 
ledged what  lands  belong  to  the 
Oneulas,  Dhohdagas,  Cayugas^od 
Sen  seas,  and  engaged  never  to 
claim  the  lime,  nor  to  dint  tub  them 
or  any  of  the  fix  nations,  or  their 
Indian  friends  refidjllg  thereon  & 
uuiteil  with  ihem,  in  the  free  uf«.& 
enjoyinent  thereof:  Nov/  the  Six 
UVLttoas  and  each  of  tiietn  hereby 
engage  that  they  will  never  clsnin 
any  other  lands  within  the  bound« 
arics  ot  the  United  States,  nor  ever 
dilbtrb  tht  people  of  the  United 
Sta  es,  in  the  free  ufe  and  enjoy- 
»ent  tiiercof. 
Article  V.  The  Seneca  nattmi,  ic 
ail  otliers  of  the  Six  nations  con- 
curring, cede  to  the  United  States 
the  right  of  making  a  waggon 
rdafl  (1  ooi  fort  Schloiler  to  lake  L- 
lie,  as  lur  fouth  as  Buffalo  creek  ; 
and  the  people  of  the  United  Mates 
lhall  have  the  free  and  andiltarb- 
ed  ufe  of  this  road,  for  the  purpo- 
fes  of  traveling  and  transportation. 
And  the  Six  Nations  will  Ibiever 
allow  to  the  people  of  the  Lnitcd 
States  a  free  paontge  tinongh  their 
lands,  and  ike  free  u'e  of  toe  har- 
bors and  1  iveYsadjotainc  nnd  with- 
in their  rtdpectise  tracts  of  land, 
iov  the  pading  and  lecuiing  of 
velfels  and  beats,  and  liberty  to 
land  their  cargoes  wdicn  neceilary 
lor  their  fafery.
